students went home. 

When police first notified classes. of the threat, “we all took 
it as a big joke,” said one Thursday night history student. “But 
after you sit in your chair for a while and start thinking, it 
begins to eat at you,” she added. 

Bomb Causes Irritation 

One male student said that after a half hour of sitting “I 
began to do silly things like look under the chair next to me. 
I'd give 100 to 1 odds the bomb was fake,” he said, “but you 
sit for a half-hour and you start to wonder.” 

Many teachers, especially those giving tests were irritated 
at having to release classes. 

Teachers weren't the only people who were , irritated that 
night. One man said, “the question going through my mind is: 
if the bomb is supposed to go off at eight, why are the officials 
only giving, fifteen or so minutes leeway on his fuse. I don’t 
know about them, but I sure wouldn’t ‘trust a guy to tell the 
truth and make bomb threats in the same call.” 

Although nobody was hurt, a lot of people were put to a 


great deal of trouble, and valuable class time was lost. As one. 


student said, “Anyone who gets a kick out of causing a mess like 
this needs a lot of help.”
